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So Export of Paraldehyde Mixture 

ao The main producer of paraldehyde mixture in Sast Oennany is Ghemiewerk, Buna* 
During 1952,, Bia-^hemie exported 53,000 tons of paraldehyde mixture to Russia^ 
in spite of the fact that only -35,^000 tons were asked for in the planned 
figures for 1952 <» Since, however, the USSR required larger imports of 
paraldehyde mixture, the 1952 planned figures were changed to 53,000 tons* 

ITo paraldehyde mixture was exported to any other country from East Oermany. 

bo During 1952, it was arranged between the USSR and MIA that the mixture of 
paraldehyde and spirit would be 50^ and 50??, but later in the year the 
Soyus Import and Export Bepartraent^ changed its order to a mixture of 65?? 
spirit to 35?5 paraldehyde* This necessitated in MI4 and Dia-Ghemie increasing 
their ‘subsidyo During negotiations for the 1953 plan, both MIA and Pia- 
Chemie refused to continue to deliver paraldehyde mixture in this proportion, 
whereupon the Soviet authorities decided that^ during 19 53^ the Buna Werke 
Would send its total Iproduotion of paraldehyde spirit in the proportions 
required directly to the Soviet Union without referring to MIA or Dia- 
Chemieo It was therefore decided that no target figure for paraldehyde 
spirit for 1953 need be included in the Dia-Chemie export plan* 

3* Establishment of an Export Chamber of Coimerce 

A Chamber of Commeroe for Bscport was set up in Berlin on 1 December 1952* fhe 
offices of the Chamber of Commeroe are housed in the Rioin office block belonging 
to MIA^ The cfirector of the Chamber is a Dr* ^es sing, who had previously directed 
the Trade Policy Department of MIA* Cither members: of the Chamber of Conaneroe for 
Export are Alfred Binz of the S>^ate Planning Oommission and Director Sohmeisser 
of Dia-Keramikp It is intended that the Chamber of Commerce for Export arbitrate 
in any future disputes between the export departments of Bast Germany and the 
liaport departments of foreign countries*

In the fourth quarter of 1952, 11,900 tons of diesel oil were exported to the 
Soviet Union by the hydrogenation plant, Troeglitz near Belts (SAG Brlkett)/ 

During the month of December 1962, 23,600 tons of aviation ga sol in® 'were 
exported to the Soviet Union by the ®oehlen plant near Leipzig* She Soviet 
Union delivered to Boehlen approximately 144 tons of liquid tetraaiisyl' of 
lead for mixing with aviation gasoline* 

b* Deliveries to Hungary 

During November 1962, 2*6 tons of sodium azide ware delivered by the Bergbauspreng*. 
stoff-und Zuendmittelwerk Sohoenebeok (WB Organ! sc h-Ohemisohe Industrie) to 
Hungary* The approximate value of the export was 100,000 DM East. Towards the 
end of November 1962, 600 tons of soda dye were exported to Hungary* On 12 
December 1962, representatives of Hungary and Dia-Ohemie oonoluded an agreement 
for the delivery' by Dia-Oherale during 1963 of 260 tons of acetic acid teohnioal 
and 260 tons aoetlo acid chemical*
